Washington, July 30—Special—By special invitation of 


the president, M, Cambon, French ambassador, went to the 
white house this afternoon. 
It is be/ieved the president de 


iivered to him the answer to Spain's peace proposals. 


Washington, July 30—Special—Little doubt is felt here 


as to Spain's acceptance of the terms of peace which the 
United States demands. 
No other course is left open to the 


Madrid government; Every day the war continues the cause 
•of Spain becomes more hopeless. 
She is completely isolat- 


•ed from European sympathy and assistance; is practically 
without a navy, and her army in Cuba has been reduced to 
meager proportions during the past month. 
However dis- 


tasteful the loss of her colonies on the western hemisphere 
may be, Spain will have to accept the situation or court com- 
plete extinction. 
The demands of the United States are not 


regarded here as excessive. 
If Spain had been dealing with 


any other nation she would have fared far worse. 
All the 


United States demands is in the interests of humanity and 
for better protection of American interests in those portions 
of the world that are still dominated by the Spanish race. 


No Armistice to toe Granted. 
Washington, July 30—Special—A significant point in the 


peace negotiations now pending is the determination arrived 
at to grant no armistice during the consideration of the terms 
Both the president and his cabinet were agreed on the-point. 
The chief consideration that led to this determination was the 
danger from disease to which our soldiers.in the field are ex- 
posed, b'iit another was the distrust of Spanish faith. 
No re- 


fiance can be placed upon the word of Spanish diplomats, 
land therefore they must come to terms at the muzzles of the 
•American guns 
An armistice would be granted to any other 


Ination. 
Spain's reputation is so bad, however, as to render 


such a concession fraught with danger to the ultimate success 


•of our cause'. 


Acquiie Island Territory.

New York, July 30.—R. G. Dun & 


Co.'s Weekly Review of Trade says: 


"Big business In January Is expect- 


ed, but big business In July means 
more.. It Is tho month of all others 
when trade Is naturally light, new en- 
gagements nre ordinarily deferred nnd 
men wait for tho outcome nnd move- 
ment of crops. But more business Is 
being done this year than in any pre- 
vious July of which there are records. 
The payments through clearing houses 
have been 5.8 per cent larger than In 
.1892, the year of greatest prosperity 
heretofore, and for the month thus far 
G.n per cent larger than last year and 
8.4 per cent larger than In 1892. But 
these records and others have to be 
Judged In the light of heavy decline In 
p.'lces since 18D2. so that tho volume 
of business transacted Is about 20 per 
cent larger than the volume of pay- 
ments Indicate. 


"Considering that the purchases of 


nearly half the people depend on tho 
success of agriculture nnd that the 
prosperity of tho entire transporting 
interest Is materially affected by the 
size of crops to be moved, It may Be 
said with reason that the promise of 
general prosperity this year Is unusu- 
ally bright.
